SUPEEINTENDINa  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

OF  FRANKLIN,  FOR  THE  YEAR  1870—71. 


I'he  amount  of  money  raised  by  tax  and  appropriated  from  the  Lite- 
rary Fund,  the  Railroad  tax,  and  the  Doji  tax,  was  $2,886.  83.  Special 
tax  in  District  No.  3,  for  Hifjh  School,  ig;500. 00.  Amount  expended  for 
Schools,  $3,386.83  I'he  whole  nutnber  of  scholars  attending  schools  two 
weeks  or  more,  during  the  year,  has  been  579  ;  of  which,  304  were  males, 
and  275  fcma  es.     The  average  attendance  has  been  354. 

Districts  No.  2,  8  and  12,  were  assigned  to  ihe  special  supervision  of 
Mr.  Savage  \  No.  4,  5  and  6,  were  committed  to  Mr.  Wait,  and  No.  9  and 
11  to  Mr.  Wheeler.  Districts  No.  1,  3  and  10  are  independently  organ- 
ized and  report  by  committies  of  their  own.  Their  reports  will  be  found 
ii  corporated  in  the  appropriate  places  in  the  present  report.  We  refer 
also  to  the  accompanying  Statistical  Table  for  such  farther  particulars  re- 
spt'cting  the  schools  as  are  not  included  in  this. 

The   detailed   exhibit  of  the   schools  during  the  year  is- as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE, 
DISTRICT  No.  1,  J>OVVER  VILLAGE. 

The  Sunimer  Term  of  13  weeks  was  taught  hy  Miss  Emma  M.  Gile. 
^Vhole  number  of  scholars,  27.  Average  attendance,  20  1-2.  School 
register  perfect.  This  was  a  long  and  pleasant  term,  and  good  progress 
was  made  in  the  several  branches  of  study.  Success  was  due  iii  great 
measure  to  the  warm  personal  regard  of  the  scholars,  which  was  uniform 
ay  held  by  the  teacher.  She  remarks;  "I  am  pleased  to  remark  that  the 
•jjupils  who  have  attended  school  regularly  this  term,  have  exceeded  my 
expectations,  both  in  scholarship  and  deportment." 

The  Winter  Term  of  13  weeks  was  taught  by  Mr.  Frank  B.  Holt. 
Wholee  number  of  scholars,  27.  Average  attendance,  23  1-2.  Tiiis  was 
Mr.  Holt's  first  attempt  at  teaching.  It  would  not  be  just  to  judge  a 
young  teacher  by  comparison  with  those  of  much  experience.  The  teach- 
er tried  to  do  his  work  faithfullp,  yet  there  was  not  that  congeniality  be- 
tween teacher  and  scholar  which  ought  usually  lo  exist.  At  the  final 
examination  it  was  evident  commendable  progress  had  been  made. 

The  teacher  remarks  ;  "of  the  scholars  lean  only  speak  in  terms  of 
praise.  I  have  found  them  courteous  and  obligins,  ready  fo  please  one 
another  and  to  obey  me.  Not  a  single  or  profane  word  has  reached  my 
ears.  Where  so  many  have  excelled  in  scholarship  it  would  be  difficult 
to  darticularize.  If  there  are  any,  however  who  deserv  special  praise 
they  are  Horace  N.  Wells,  Henry  T.  Burleigh,  Lizzie  Burleigh,  and 
Joseph  Matthews;  all  of  these  having  made  remarkable  progress  in  arith- 
metic."

This  is  chiefly 
the  parents  fault,  ^s  they  keep  the  children    out   to   hel|i  in   their   work. 

Ida  Ann  Sbaw  is  tlie  ordy  one  who  lias  not  been  tardy  or  dismissed." 
Under  these  discL>Lira^ea>enrLS  the  teacher  approveti  Ijerself  assiduous 
and  faithful. 

The  Winter  Term  was  kept  ^j  Mr.  Gkorge  P.  Gale.  Length  8  week.s- 
Whole  number  of  scholars,  22.  Averai^e  attendance,  14  1  3.  Consider- 
ing the  circumstances,  this  school  and  its  teacher  a])pe:irfd  well.  Tiie 
irregular  atterdauce,  ascribed  by  the  teacher  to  parental  neglecl,  was  too 
»»aeat,  yet  he  adds,  'T  feel  that  mv  labors  have  not  been  in  vain,  but  that 
most  of  the  scholara  have  made  j^ood  improvement." 

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  DISTRICT  No.  3. 

The  Primary  School   was  assigned  to  the  care  of  Dr.  Kelley  ;    the  In 
termediate  to  that  of  Mr.  Rovvell.  and  the  High  School  was  committed   to 
Messrs.  Barnard,  Wait  and  Savage.     Of  the   services  of   Dr.  Kelley,  the 
school  has  been  deprived  by  illness  and  death. 

Primary  School.       There  weie  three  terms  of  tliis  s<,'hoo]  ;    the  first   of 
]'2  weeks,  and  the  other   two  of  8  \weks  each,  all    kept    bv   Miss  M.  A. 
K.NOWLES.     The  whole  number  of  scholai's  tiie  first  term  was  (50,  with  an 
average  attendam  e  of  54.     The  seconcj  term,  72,    with  an  avera<ge  of  Gt. 

The  third  term  GG,  average,  5G.  Tiiis  school  though  con)i)oseod  of  the 
youngest  scdiolars  of  ti)e  district,  is  by  no  n)eans  the  least  in  importance  ; 
and  success  in  this  departisient  is  not  reached  without  an  efibrt.  'J'he 
teacher  comprehending  the  situation,  has  performed  her  duty  well  ;  and 
and  by  imparting  instruction,  inculcating  liabits  of  prom[)tness,  neatness 

and  love  of'sludy  and  order  in  the  school-room,  has  made  the  term  a  prof- 
kable  one  for  the  district.  We  think  it  desiiable  for  the  district  to  con- 
tinue h(!r  services. 

liilermediute  School.  Has  b»M'n  kept  three  terms  of  12,  8  and  8  weeks 
respectively  ;  and  as  for  several  years  past,  has  been  under  the  charge  of 
Miss  Anxa  ^L  Osgood.  The  first  term,  the  wliole  iiumt)er  of  scholars 
was  2!),  with  an  average  attendance  of  27.  The  second  term  there  were 
'A'.i  sidiolars,  with  an  average  of  31  1-2.  The  third  teian  33,  with  an  av- 
erage of  30.  Miss  Osffood  has  f'ulh- sustained  her  previous  well  earned 
reputation,  of  a  lii'st-elass  teacdier.  'I'he  scholarship  in  this  de])artukent  is 
tliorougli,  the  discipline  niild  but  firm;  the  enthusiastic  love  whice  the 
s(dK)lars  ujanifest  for  school  and  its  duties  are  among  the  pleasant  e.xhibi- 
ti(jns  of  the  success  atte,ndinir  this  departnuMit.  We  trust,  as  in  the  years 
that  have  pias-ed,  this  district  may  have  the  benefit  of  her  services.

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tills  scliool  has  hef'n  prosperous;  the  instruction  has  been  accurate  and 
tlioroujih,  esfiecially  (luring  the  last  two  terms.  The  discipline  and  love 
of  ilie  school  has  liee  excellent;  the  results  have,  beee  correspondent. 
The  scholars  have  mide  marked  improvement  in  the  several  branches 
taujiht,  and  what  is  of  not  less  importance,  have  been  trained  how  lo  study 
oriffht.  'I'licre  are  many  fine  minds  in  this  school,  and  it  is  doubtless  a 
Uieat  blessiiiii  to  the  district.

This  scliooC 
appears  to  have  beeit  energetically  cciiducted,  and  to  have  been  profit- 
able to  the  scholars.

Averaj!^  attendanc(\  18  This 
was  a  good  school,  and  the  scholars  appeared  to  have  made  commendali'?; 

A  good  im- 
pulse would  given  to  the  schot^  by  mare  numerous  a^d  fre<|uefit  vit>t;? 
to  it  fixjm  the  parents. 
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DISTRICT  No.  0. 

The  school  in  this  distri.it  was  divided  tnto  two  short  terms  of  8  weeks 
each.  The  Summer  Term,  havintj  8  scliolars.  and  an  average  ot  6,  was 
taught  by  Miss  Mahy  A-  HuKSKv,  who  succeeded  adiiiirahly  m  botli  her 
goveninient  and  instruction  of  the  scliool.  By  her  amiable  manners  nnd 
consistant  deportment,  she  secured  the  affections  of  her  [)upils,  as  well  as 
the  esteem  and  confidence  of  the  parents.  The  school,  tiioniih  small  at)d 
liaqing  but  little  to  awaken  enthusiasm  m  their  studies,  yet  made  very 
conuTiendable  profiency  in  the  vaiious  branches  taught,  in  some  of  which 
they  excelled.  The  order  of  the  school  was  peri'ect,  and  its  fjoneral  ap- 
pearance and  improvement  were  excllent,  givinji  entire  satistaction  to 
your  committee.  'JMie  Winter  Ti-rm  with  8  scholars,  and  an  average  of  0, 
was  taught  by  Miss  RosK  M.  Ck.\Mji.  As  a  teacher  slie  was  method- 
ical and  particular,  and  finely  caieulateil  in  her  temperani'^ne  and  nindt; 
of  instruction,  to  follow  her  predecessor  to  bring  to  greater  maturity  and 
perfection,  what  had  been  so  well  commenced.  By  Miss  Cramm,  the  in- 
terest and  character  of  the  school  were  well  sustained,  and,  in  the  ordei-, 
management  and  in»provement  of  the  school,  we  saw  noti)ing  of  wliieii  to 
complain. 

DISTRICT  No.  10. 

Fellow  Citizens;  The  close  of  another  political  year  reniinds  us  of  our 
duty  to  again  report  to  you  the  cotidition  of  our  schools 

Previous  to  speaking  of  the  several  departments,  we  desire  to  speak  of 
a  few  things  of  a  more  <reneral  bearing  intimately  connected  with  the  in- 
terests of  education.  As  we  have  visited  the  schools  from  time  to  time 
during  the  year  just  closing,  we  could  haidly  realize  that  Ijut  some  half 
dozen  of  the  j)Ui)ils  attending  school,  wen;  present  at  tiie  first  visit  of  the 
writer  to  these  schools  six  years  ago.  New  faces  are  constantly  ap[)ear- 
ing  in  our  schools,  ajid  familiar  ones  are  ra[)iill}'  disappearing. 
These  changes  admonish  f>arents,  teachers,  scliolars  and  committees,  to  do 
witli  their  might  what  their  hands  find  to  do. 

Pe'liaps  it  is  not  saying  too  much  lo  assert  that  our  schools  during  the 
jiast  year,  have  been  (^uite  satisfactory  in  nearly  every  [jarticular. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  terms  we  suggested  to  ilu;  teachers,  that 
more  attention  be  given  to  Reading,  Writing,  Spidling  and  to  some  of  the 
e'ementary  branches  of  Arithmetic.  And  we  are  happy  to  say,  that  the 
Teachers  were  faithful,  and  the  re^ult  of  the  efforts  made  in  accoi-daiure 
with  these  suggestions  were  very  satisfactory. 

We  believe  that  writing  should  commence  in  the  Primary  department. 
Every  pupil  should  be  provided  with  a  slate  and  pencil,  and  early  taught 
to  print  tite  letters  and  words  of  the  spelling  lesson,  and  soon  a  love  and 
habit  of  industry  will  be  formed  ;  busying  the  roguish  eye,  and  trespassiug 
hand  bent  on  mischief  for  want  of  something  better  to  do.  Writing  should 
also  t)e  [)ursued  in  the  Intermediate,  and  Granniiar  Schools  in  a  method- 
ical niantier.  At  least  one  half  an  hour  should  be  devoted  to  it  each  day, 
every  si  liolar  shoul  1  attend  to  it,  and  a  uniform  series  of  Cop}'  Books 
should  be  used. 

Spelling  heretofore  so  much  i  eglected,  has  received  attention  in  all  the 
departments  In  oider  to  ascertain  the  progress  made  in  this  branch,  we 
gave  out  at  the  couui»enc«iuent  of  tli^  Sununer  term,  the  following  words,

Now  we  asiv,  wlierj  is  tlie  reniedy?  Wt;  believe  that  parents,  teachers 
and  conimitties,  have,  in  order  to  remedy  this  jTreat  evil,  a  jjreat  work  to 
perform.  It  would  indeed  be  the  har'oinger  of  a  brijihter  day,  to  see  all 
workiiiji;  unitedly  together,  earnestly  endeavoring  to  remove  this  hinder- 
ance  to  the  prosperity  to  our  schools. 

Remarks  ox  tkk  Skvkral  Schools. 
The  ]-'rhnary  Depaiiment.    Taught  three  terms  of  thirty  weeks,  by  Miss 
E    F.  Stonk  ;  the  instruction  l^ere  was  of  the  most;    pleasing   character 
being  that  of  the  tendert^E'-bf  flie  judicious   parent,  yet  firm  in  discipline 
and  thoroughness  ill   drill  of  those  elementary   principles   e-sential  to   be 
taught  in   this  department. 

In  a  Manufacturing  Village  like  ours,  where  the  population  is  of  course 
not  quite  so  firmly  established  as  in  older  settled  con.munities,  it  requires 
trreat  skill  and  patience  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  to  carry  through  three 
terms  of  school  with  such  marked  success  as  were  tiie  three  last  tei  ms  here*

[nierinediale  Department.  Three  terms  of  27  weeks.  Miss  JNIahy  L. 

Miss  M has  had  charge  of  this  school  for  six  con- 
secutive terms,  whicii  is  in  itself  a  sufHcieut  guarantee  of  her  success  in 
teaching.  Her  labors  during  the,  past  year  resulted  in  complete  success, 
which  shows  conclusively  that  it  is  wise  to  employ  the  same  teacher  for  a 
successive  number  of  terms.  We  are  soi-ry  to  say  the  teacher  was  obliged 
to  give  up  the  winter  school  at  the  expiratii'U  of  the  ninth  weeK  on  q;c- 
count  of  sickness.  We  visited  the  school  twice  during  the  term  and 
found  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.

Whole  number  attending  in  winter,  50.     Average  attendance,  40. 

Grammar  School-  .3iiss  D._^K  JIill  has  taught  this  school  for  several 
terms;  she  is  a  precise  teacher  and  a  very  strict  disciplinarian.  The  coi'- 
rect  and  prompt  answers  given  by  the  pupils  at  the  closing  examinations 
of  each  term,  were  highly  gratifying  to  all  present  to  witness  the  exercis- 
es, and  very  creditable  to  scholars  and  teacher.  The  character  of  the 
school  has  been  somewhat  changeable  during  the  jear,  oweing  to  the 
practice  adopted  by  some  of  the  parents  of  taking  out  a  part  of  their  chil- 
dren before  the  close  of  or  during  the  terms,  to  work  in  the  Mills,  and 
filling  their  places  by  brothers  or  sisters  from  the  Mills,  keeping  the  num^ 
ber  good  in  both  mill  and  school.  This  may  be  a  convenient  and  neces- 
sary arangement  for  them,  but  it  is  very  injurious  to  the  school.

We  congratulate  the  district  upon  their  new  pleasent  and  commodious 
school-room,  heretofore  so  much  needed  ;  and  would  suggest  that  it  be 
furnished  with  a  Clock,  a  large  Dictionary  and  Mathematical  Blocks. 

Did  the  back  yards  and  play-grounds  correspond   with   the  inside  of 
School-building,  there  would  be  no  cause  for  complaint.

'I he  Summer  Term  ot  this  sclmol  of  15  s('liolars,  with  an  averaire  of  1.3, 
Avas  in  charoe  of  Miss  Fanmk  A.  Sciiii!.M-;i!,  a  thoroii;,'!!  and  experi- 
enced teseher,  eniinenentty  titled  fos  her  profession  as  a  teacher  of  youth. 

Her  popularity  as  a  teachei-,  though  in  her  own  district  where  siie  was 
once  a  puj)il,  did  not  wane  in  the  least  degree.  She  is  one  of  the  lew 
who,  in  similar  circumstances  received  honor  among  their  familiar  ae- 
(juaintances.  It  must  be  acknowledged  that  Miss  Scribnei- has  a  peculiar 
facility  both  in  governing  and  teacliing ;  so  that  she  eontroled  and  man- 
aged lu'r  school  seeminglly,  with  but  vei'y  slight  e.\ertion  The  scholars 
generally  f)roui])t  and  through  in  their  in  their  recitations.  The  schol- 
arship developed  in  several  cases  in  this  school,  shows  that  it  contains 
some  ot  the  best  matured,  and  that  it  will  pay  well  tor  working  and  ])ol- 
ishiug.  la  a  word  we  were  highly  gratified  with  the  appearance  and 
proficienyof  the  school.  The  testimony  of  the  teacdier,  with  regard  to  the 
deportment  of  the  school,  is  worty  of  note  which  is  as  follows:  This  term  of 
school  has  been  one  of  peculiar  interi'st  to  me,  teaching  in  the  old  school- 
house  where  1  was  taeght.  sui'rounded  with  so  man}'  teiider  associations 
of  the  past,  it  has  inspired  me  with  zeal  and  energy  to  labor  as  those  have 
before  me.  The  scholars  have  been  all  I  could  ask  ;  respectful,  obedient 
and  diligent.  1  feel  concious  of  having  done  my  duty."  This  report  de- 
cides the  prosperous  condition  of  the  scliool. 

This  school  was  taught  during  the  Winter  Term,  having  17  scholars, 
Avitli  an  average  of  15,  by  Miss  I^mma  A.  Font),  who  j)roved  herself 
qualefied  and  ada[)ted  to  fill  the  [)Osition.  Though  she  had  not  sU  the 
experience  of  the  teacher  who  preceeded  her,  yet  the  school  under  her 
insiruction  and  direction  progressed  finely;  being  dignified  and  agreable 
in  her  deportment,  she  won  the  esteem    and   confidence   of  her   scholars 

The  fruits  of  which  was  seen  in  their  marked  attention  to  their  stu<lies, 
and  the  diference  paid  to  the  rules  of  th.iir  school,  which  betokened  a 
high  respect  for  ther  teacher,  which  is  ever  essential  to  the  largest  meas- 
ure of  success.  The  confidence  and  love  of  the  pupil  gained  the  teacher's, 
success  is  secure.  In  the  various  brancdies  of  study  to  wriich  the  school 
had  attended,  a  good  degree  of  ground  had  been  gone  over,  with  a  com- 
mendable and  satislactory  thoroughness  which  indicated  ability  faithful- 
ness on  the  i)art  of  the  teacher,  as  well  as  interest  and  application  on  the 
part  of  the  scholars.  Interesting  elocutionary  exercises  were  held  at  the 
close  of  each  term  of  school,  adding  much  to  the  interst  of  the  occasion, 
and  we  trust  were  profitable  the  actors. 

DISTRICT  No.  12. 
The  Summer  School  was  kept  by  Miss  Sarah  B.  Laxe.  Length  10 
weeks.  Scholars  from  Franklin  attending  school,  8,  with  an  average  of 
r>.  This  was  the  teachers  first  experience  in  school-keeping,  and  her  ef- 
forts S3emed  to  be  attended  with  a  languor  and  depression  of  spirits,  not 
well  adapted  to  training  the  active  boys  and  girls,  careening  over  the 
breezy  ridge.  The  Winter  School  had  the  advantage  of  a  more  alert  and 
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experienced  teacher,  witli  wliose  effiency  and  success  the  committee  was 
hiulilv  pleased.  But  tl)rouj];h  some  unexplained^ prcumstances,  her  re- 
port has  not  come  to  hand. 

Much  undoubtedly  has  been  accomplished  the  past  year,  by  the  a^iency 
of  the  schools.  The  jrraded  schools  in  district  number  3  are  in  excellent 
condition,  and  perhaps  have  never  exertesl  a  gre.-ter  or  more  beneficent 
influence  on  the  chihlrin  and  the  committee.  The  Hiijh  School  and  the 
Intermediate  School  in  that  district,  are  powers  for  eood ;  and  several 
otiier  s<'iiools  in  other  districts,  are  worthy  of  honoralile  mention. 

The  principal  want  of  the  town  ta  the  present  time  is  a  greater  union 
o(  sentiment  and  organization,  by  which  the  schools  shall  be  stmulated, 
and  remlered  more  efTicient.  A  Hliih  School  for  tiie  whole  town  is  ijreat- 
Iv  needed  ;  for  the  advantaires  it  would  afford  in  carrying  forward,  with- 
out charge,  the  education  of  all  the  children  cpialified  to  enter  it.  It  is 
recfun-ed  ah^o  to  lend  stimulus  and  efficiency  to  the  schools  in  tlie  differ- 
ent districts,  from  which  all  scholars  would  proceed,  who  would  prepare 
themselves  to  enter  it.  The  town,  by  this  (leliciency,  kept  back  in  one 
of  its  highest  interests,  imtieratively  recpiires  in  the  judgment  of  the  com- 
mittee, a  general  Hi^h  School  of  such  character  as  would  win  the  appro- 
val of  alt.  This  could  be  obtained  at  a  sliizht  increase  of  expenditure, 
and  it  would  impai't  an  inspirinii  power  to  all  the  other  schools  of  the  town 
RespectluUy  submit  led.
